2. Discussion/Approval on the 2 proposals to paint the water tank

behind the City Hall
Discussion:

The 2 companies that submitted bids were American Tank Service from Perry,
Ga. and Utility Service Group also from Perry, Ga. American Tank Service bid
$69,366 per year for 5 years for the water tank behind city hall. They also
submitted a bid of $108,282 which included the other 3 water tanks located at the
airport, hospital and city park. Utility Service Group bid $73,754 per year for 5
years for the water tank behind city hall and submitted a bid of $117,798 which
included the other 3 water tanks at the airport, hospital and city park.

American Tank Service was $4,404 per year for the first 5 years cheaper than
Utility Service Group on the water tank behind city hall and $9,516 per year for
the first 5 years cheaper on the overall contact for all of the tanks.

Mr. Brad Manning was here to speak on the behalf of Utility Service Group.
